The Giand Military Drama in Europe -
The Possibilities of the Futuce.
From the Horald,

The cession of Venetin to France by Austria,
and the repoited conditional nssent by Italy and
Prussia to the arm stice proposed by Napoleon,
present an eutirely new phase of European
affairs, The whole campaign of diplomacy and
war regembles 6 great military drama, with Nu-
polion us manager, aud the powers and states-
men of Burope us notors, The tirst act opened
with a quiet conversational scene between Na
polecon and Diswaark at Biarriz, doring which

all the preliniuuries were areanged, Then came
the dispute botween Ausuis and Prusaia for the
possession o the Dachies; Napoleon's pstheile
appeal fur a Pence Congress; tie dignitied reln-
8ul 01 Austiig, aud the great melodramniic scene
inthe Federnl Diet when Prussia declared 1ne
Germuniec Conieocracy dissolved. The get
closed with the tapid movements of troops, tue
flashang o1 sworas, the peatiug ol drums, sud &
sturing wartivl finae,

T he cortain rose upon the second wer amid
the hu-hed auxwty ot the vast audience.
Nupoleon was discovered with his arms crossed
bebind him, m the styte of s immostal upele,
He smoked o clenr, sssumed the awr of the
Bpbyny, aud stalked od the stage, Thoeu Victor
Emsnuel, one ol the most populsr herones,
appesred and dasbed his army againet the
Qudiilateral, Having oeen deicated and
applsuded, he withdrew to give place to the
Prussian and Auvstnen leaders, There were
advanoces ann retrests; & di-play o1 1orees upon
both sides; several miuor aud awuring eplsodes,
in which the lesser German princes tigured as
low comeoians, and duslly the stage was cleared l
for the sensution gcene ol the batie of Sudowa,
whioh was presented with hoss ol auxiliaries,
real cannon, plenty ot red fire, and every device
that the resources of the managem-nt could
supply, The efiect was theiling: but nobody
c¢auld tell now long the play wasto lust, or what
was o be the issue of 1ts ploi.

In alt properiy mrrapged spectacular dramas
4 sensation seens 18 ulwaye tlollowed by one of
dom: 1o interest, 80 s to helghten tne sensation
by the contruss. Bo it is w the military malo-
drains now per orwing in Burope. When the
curtain rose for the third &ci we were shown
the council chamber of th: Tulercs, Napo-
leon wus presiding-over 8 meeting of hLis mine-
ters and discussiog the internl atlairs of France,
no  sllusion being made to the great war,
SBoddenly 4 messenger entercd, with dramatic
abruptness, and banded Napoeon & telegram

from Vieupa, The Kmperor smiled, answered
the teiesrmn, 1y u oigar, and disanlved the coun-

¢il withoul huving intimated to his ministers
the importam [ntell.gence he had just recaved,

The scene ugniy changed to aoother apartment

in_the sume yaluce—ihe Emperor's private

cab pel. _

Napoleon waé sonversing with Eugenie, who
bad recently retumed from Amiens. To them
eutered Prince Mebwrnich, the Austman Ambas-
sador, and anuouuced that he came aunthorized
to cede Venetia to Frpee, Drouvn Ae: Luuit
next ared upon tie seepe and took part in
the dialogue. Propositions lor an armistice
were immediately sent 0 [taly and Prussia. At
last Napoleon, aroused from {u ususl apathy,
rusheo to Lthe toothehts, in trye melodramatic

#tyle; gave orders that {he French flag shonld

be howsted in Venice; advised Vigior %Jmanuel

1o cease hostil ties, and, amid tne cheering of

the ulsce putside, and the glare caused by

the illuminations over liberated Venetia brought
down the curtain with these hiswrical words:
